Class of ’94 

Crisler Arena graduation sought

The Romulus Community 
School Board heard a request 
Monday night that it support 
the wish of the Class of 1994 
that the June graduation cere- 
monies be staged in Crisler 
Arena in Ann Arbor, rather 
than the new high school ath- 
letic complex as planned. 

Responding to a letter and 
comments from 1994 class 
president Staci Steffani, the 
school administration agreed 
to hold a meeting with Stef- 
fani, Romulus High School 
Principal Tom Dolan and var- 
ious senior class representa- 
tives on the issue. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said he would meet 
with the group to explore the 
options and admitted the issue 
had not been totally investi- 
gated at this time.

Steffani informed the board 
that the senior class took a sur- 
vey in November to determine 
class members wishes on grad- 
uation sites this summer. 


More than 81 percent sup- 
ported having the ceremonies 
conducted as in the past at Cri- 
sler Arena, while only 13.2 per- 
cent wanted them at the high 
school facility. Five percent of 
the senior class reported they 
were undecided. 

Those opposed to the athle- 
tic complex site complained it 
would limit the number of 
their guests and that the lack 
of air conditioning could make 
it uncomfortable on a warm 
day in June. 

Steffani said the seniors 
also complained that the high 
school seats are bleacher 
seats, which are uncomfort- 
able for long ceremonies, 
while those at Crisler Arena 
are auditorium seats. 

“We would like to have a 
choice in the matter, as did last 
year’s graduating class. It is af- 
ter all our graduating cere- 
mony,” Steffani wrote. 


While the scheduled trial of 
charges against the Environ- 
mental Disposal Services 
(EDS) pressed by the city of 
Romulus will not be heard to- 
day, Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge Claudia House 
Morcom could decide to end 
the emotional battle by declar- 
ing a summary disposition on 
behalf of the city. 

According to Romulus City 
Attorney Barry Seifman, Mor- 
com could also declare a par- 
tial summary disposition or 
reject the city’s request alto- 
gether and months of litigation 
could follow. 

The city is seeking a perma- 
nent injunction against EDS in 
an effort to block any further 
development of the $6.1 mil- 
lion non- hazardous/hazardous 
liquid waste well project off 
Wahrman and Grant roads. 

Seifman said that the 
judge’s decision will be placed 
on the city hot line (941-0666) 
this afternoon so that Romulus 
residents can be kept abreast 
of the well ccntroversy devel- 
opments. 

Late last week Morcom 
ruled that if the case actually 
goes to trial, she, rather than a 
jury, will rule on the evidence 
and motions presented by both 
sides in the highly technical 
case. 

Monday night a new public 
furor broke out at the Romulus 
City Council meeting, as it was

revealed that EDS (through a 
professional survey agency) is 
conducting a survey of local 
residents opinions on issues 
surrounding the $100,000 the 
city has allocated for conti- 
nuing the legal battle with 
EDS. 

Carol Bales, wife of former 
school board member Daniel 
Bales, attended the council 
meeting and expressed her 
outrage over the way the sur- 
vey is conducted. 

“I received one of those 
calls and it outraged me,” 
Bales said looking directly at 
the council members “and it 
didn’t make any of you look 
good.” 

Bales claimed that the way 


the survey is conducted it “al- 
ludes that the city actually is 
doing the survey. I asked one 
of the survey supervisors if 
EDS was sponsoring the sur- 
vey and I was told ‘that is confi- 
dential’,” Bales continued. 

“The longer you allow the 
questioning to go on,” Bales 
said, “the madder you get.” 

Comments by Bales and 
other city residents, who 
claimed they received similar 
survey calls, also irritated City 
Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks. Glaring down at Vin- 
cent Schager, EDS operations 
manager, Banks snarled “this 
is another fraud perpetrated 
on local residents.” Then she 
angrily asked “can’t you be 
fair?” 

Schager stepped to the mi- 
crophone and admitted that a 
professional firm had been 
hired to survey the residents 
feelings on injection well is- 
sues and the city battle against 
it. 

Schager also promised that 
EDS would turn over the list of 
questions asked by survey 
workers to Seifman. 

Seifman had stated he 
would consider turning the 
matter over the the Michigan 
State Police. 

Earlier in the meeting, 
Mayor Beverly McAnally said 
she was getting phone calls 
Monday morning asking why 
the city was conducting such a 
survey. She too demanded to 
know what the questions were 
on the survey list. 


Critics target councilman

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Murder defendants wait 
in County Jail for hearing

Two murder suspects, a man 
and woman, charged with the 
Nov. 20, 1993 beating death of 
former Romulus resident Will- 
iam Mancine, had their pre- 
liminary hearing postponed 
yesterday in the 33rd District 
Court of Woodhaven until Feb. 
1 . 

The case was remanded to 
Recorders Court and the pair 
remain in Wayne County Jail 
in lieu of bail. 

The pair surrendered to De- 
troit police on Jan. 18 and 
were turned over to Flat Rock 
detectives. 

Arrested and charged with 
first degree premeditated mur- 
der and felony murder were 
Lee Nelson, 29, of Newport, 
and Kelly Ann Gorsline, 26, of 
Detroit. 


Gorsline also was charged 
with assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than 
murder on a second victim, 
Mancine’s girl friend. 

Bail earlier was set during 
their arraignment on the 
charges in 33rd District Court 
at $400,000 cash for Nelson and 
$450,000 cash for Gorsline. Nei- 
ther defendant could post bail. 

Mancine was reportedly at- 
tacked by the two suspects in 
his girlfriend’s Flat Rock 
apartment shortly after 4 a.m. 
on Nov. 20. 

The girlfriend, Michelle 
Pomeroy, 25, of Riverside 
Place in Flat Rock, also was 
beaten about the face. She was 
treated and released at Sea- 
way Hospital in Trenton. 

Mancine, 31, died of severe 
head injuries after being

Critics of City Councilman 
Noah “Pete” Bergeron’s in- 
volvement in council action in- 
volving Environmental 
Disposal Services continued to 
demand that Bergeron not vote 
or discuss the issue at the reg- 
ular or executive council ses- 
sions. 

Dan Bussard, who describes 
himself as a friend of Be- 
rgeron, stated Monday night, “I 
am not happy with Pete’s ac- 
tions and I’d like to see him 
removed from involvement in 
this issue, but not from the 
council. 

“The time is past due for 
Pete to get out of this issue.” 

Bussard presented a packet 
of material to council mem- 
bers which included a copy of 
a $2,000 check presented to Be- 
rgeron’s in-laws, John and 
Mary Ann Ryznar, in connec- 
tion with the potential pur- 
chase of property for the $6.1 
million environmental well 
project. 

Former Councilman 
Russell Lambert criticized the 
fact that the check was dated 
Nov. 12, 1990, a full month be- 
fore the council members 
voted on the environmental 
well issue. 

While complimenting the 
city council members for ac- 
tions in court regarding the 
well issue, Lambert corrected 
a statement that all council 
members voted for the 
$100,000 allotment for the city 
legal costs in the matter. 

“Pete was the only one who 
did not vote for the fund trans- 
fer in the matter,” Lambert 
said. 

Bergeron, who had left the 
meeting shortly before the 
criticism began, said Tuesday 
morning. “If I had known it

was going to be ‘grill Pete’ 
time, I would have stayed and 

defended myself.” 

The veteran councilman ad- 
ded, “I’ve answered all these 
questions before, do 1 have to 
do it every week? This group is 
on a witch-hunt. I make a good 
living in my profession and 
people can’t bribe me.” 

Bergeron continued to state 
that he took no part in the ne- 
gotiations for the Ryznar prop- 
erty, despite claims in a legal 
statement made during earlier 
litigation between separate 
parties in the property issue. 

“All I did in this case was 
pick up some papers and de- 
liver them to my father-in-law,” 
he said. 

"Because it is printed in a 
legal letter does that guaran- 
tee that it is true?" Bergeron 
asked. 

“I refuse to be placed on 
trial by these people,” Be- 
rgeron said. “I did what I al- 
ways do in my current position 
in this matter -I tried to pro- 
mote the city of Romulus." 

A private citizen, Ray 


Fowler, also complained that 
he and some other city resi- 
dents “feel betrayed” by the 
belated actions of the city in 
the environmental well issue. 

“We looked at you as the 
buffer between big business 
and us,” Fowler said to the 
council members. “We didn't 
care if the citizens didn’t to- 
tally understand the issues, as 
long as you understood them.” 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington reacted sharply to sev- 
eral of the comments made by 
various citizens. 

“I don’t know what you want 
your city to do. We voted to go 
to court and voted to allot 
$100,000 for our legal fees in 
the matter,” he said. 

Pennington added that the 
council members couldn’t re- 
ply to some of the comments 
made by citizens, “since we 
are in litigation on this matter. 
We want to settle this by fol- 
lowing the law, we can t settle 
it with a shotgun." 

Councilman Randy Gear 
commented, “People have the 
right to express their views on 
this subject either pro or con. 

“We have to hear you out. 
There is a lot of emotion out 
there and people are venting 
their frustrations, just like 
those people in California, 
who were hit recently by the 
earthquake,” Gear said. 

Pennington said he felt he 
was misinterpreted on the is- 
sue and said, “I’d like to see 
this council chamber filled ev- 
ery week. 

“I’m retired, so I could sit 
here all night and listen to you, 
but I get the feeling that you 
are trying to impress the pub- 
lic out there that the council is 
not doing anything to solve this 
issue,” Pennington concluded. 
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Weather keeps city workers busy during cold spell 


Westland 

With Michigan tempera- 
tures teaching a record- 
breaking low of minus 20 de- 
grees on Wednesday and tem- 
peratures dipping below zero 
over the past week, nearly 20 
water main breaks have oc- 
curred in Westland. 

“We’ve had numerous water 
main breaks. Since last 
Wednesday we’ve had between 
15 and 20 water breaks,” De- 
partment of Public Service Di- 
rector Carl Clark said. 

Although the main breaks 
occurred throughout the city, 
no major roads were affected, 
Clark added. 

The extreme temperatures, 
coupled with snow Tuesday 
evening, led to 17 automobile 
accidents in the city, none of 
which were serious injury ac- 
cidents according to Westland 
police Sgt. Pete Brokas. 

Brokas said the accidents 
were focused on the shopping 
center areas bordering Wayne, 
Joy and Ford roads. 

One Westland resident com- 
mended the DPS for their fine 
performance during the snow 
season at the Tuesday night 
Westland City Council meet- 
ing. 

‘‘I had the misfortune of 
driving through three counties 
recently. I would like to say 
that Westland DPS outshined 
the rest,” Westland resident 
Jim Chuck said. 

Westland City Council mem- 
ber Glenn Anderson also con- 
gratulated the DPS on a job 
well done. 

“I commend the DPS for 
putting in long hours to make 
sure the job was done,” Ander- 
son said.

Old Man Winter is definitely 
leaving a lasting impression 
with the Wayne Department of 


Public Works this season. 

Last week between 15 to 20 
water main breaks occurred 
within the community. 

The worst break took place 
Jan. 18 at Newburgh Road and 
Glenwood, according to Gary 
Clark, acting superintendent 
for the Public Works Depart- 
ment 

“It took 40 hours to fix that 
one,” Clark said. “No residents 
were affected, however, we 
had to shut down a few busi- 
nesses in Westland. It was a 20- 
inch water main that was af- 
fected.” 

Since July, approximately 
40 water main breaks occurred 
in the community. When freez- 
ing temperatures exist, Clark 
said, water main breaks occur 
most frequently. 

“The main reason it hap- 
pens would be when it gets 
cold and when there is frost in 
the ground,” Clark said. “Usu- 
ally the snow helps to insulate 
the area underground.” 

Has this been the worst year 
for water main breaks in 
Wayne? 

“About two years ago we 
had the most which was about 
90 breaks,” Clark said. “We’re 
getting about one a day now.” 

The Wayne Public Works 
Department officials received 
applause last week from city 
council members for their 
dedication to the job and effi- 
cient work. 

The cold, however, didn’t af- 
fect just the pipes under- 
ground. Icy road conditions 
also caused a handful of vehi- 
cle accidents, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Dan Randall. 

“We had several accidents, 
but there were no major inju- 
ries,” Randall said.

Pre-trials slated 
in bank robbery

Pre-trials have been sched- 
uled for two Westland resi- 
dents charged with robbery in 
federal court. 

Georgia McDaniel and Ken- 
neth Williams allegedly 
robbed the Standard Federal 
Bank in Wayne on Michigan 
Avenue approximately at 10 
a.m. Jan. 14. 

A Feb. 2 pre-trial has been 
scheduled for McDaniel and a 
Jan. 25 pre- trial has been 
scheduled for Williams. 

Both defendants were ar- 
raigned Jan. 18 in federal 
court. McDaniel was a former 
employee of Standard Federal 
Bank, according to Wayne po- 
lice Sgt. Michael Sumeracki 
who is conducting the investi- 
gation. 

“The woman was released 
on a tether,” said Sumeracki. 
“The woman (who committed 
the robbery) handed a note to 
a teller which said ‘I have a 
gun. Give me all your money.’” 

After the teller gave the wo- 


man approximately $2,200, she 
exited the building and en- 
tered a 1978 Pontiac Lemans, 
according to Sumeracki. 

“McDaniel was arrested at 
her home in Westland on Glen- 
wood about 3:50 p.m. the same 
day after we received informa- 
tion from a bank teller who 
said she recognized her from 
having worked with her four 
years ago as a teller,” Sum- 
eracki said. “We were able to 
track down where she lived. As 
we were arresting her, her boy- 
friend pulled up, and we ar- 
rested him as well.” 

Sumeracki said the per- 
petrator did not have a gun at 
the time of the incident. He 
also stated the Westland wo- 
man said she wanted the 
money to purchase drugs. 

After the arrests took place, 
Wayne police turned over the 
case to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation officials. 

If both defendants are 
found guilty of robbery, they 
could receive up to life in 
prison without parole, accord- 
ing to Sumeracki. 


Congressman to retire

I want to spend more 
time doing the tilings I enjoy 
and concentrating on my fam- 
ily whose sacrifices, because 
of my career, have been im- 
mense and often painful.” 

Ford, the current chairman 
of the Committee on Education 
and Labor, promised to work 
tirelessly during the remain- 
der of his term to fulfill the 
goals of President Clinton to 
improve the quality of life and 
the personal security of all 
Americans.

Inkster 

An early-morning fire 
Wednesday of suspicious ori- 


gin routed some 60 residents of 
an Inkster apartment, leaving 
some victims rushing to find 
protection from a record freez- 
ing cold. 

The blaze started in a first- 
floor utility room in the eight- 
unit complex, located at 1311 
Middlebelt Road. 

No one was reported in- 
jured in the fire. The blaze 
caused about $45,000 damage 
to the building and contents, 
according to Inkster Fire Chief 
Victor R. Boulanger, who said 
that the extreme cold weather 
caused problems for firefigh- 
ters. 

The weather hit a record 12 
degrees below zero, with a 
wind chill factor of approx- 
imately 45 degrees below zero. 

“Our guys were frozen,” 
Boulanger added. “None, for- 
tunately, were hurt. The resi- 
dents managed to get out of the 
building without any prob- 


lems. Those who didn’t have 
friends or relatives to go to 
were sent to local motels for 
the day. But it took some time 
to get these people relocated.” 

Some of the families who 
had small children were re- 
ferred to the local Red Cross 
and the Salvation Army be- 
cause, they said, they had no- 
where to stay. 

The fire started in the utility 
room on the first floor at 
around 4 a.m. There was exten- 
sive smoke and fire damage. 
Fire officials would not reveal 
the cause of the blaze, but said, 
“It is currently under investi- 
gation.” 

Boulanger did say, “The fire 
is of suspicious nature, but our 
investigation isn’t complete.” 

The apartment complex is 
owned by Northville resident, 
Goyal K. Ashor. He was not 
available for comment at the 
press time.

transported to Seaway Hospi- 
tal. 

According to Flat Rock De- 
tective Lt. Stephen Boteler, the 
two murder suspects turned 
themselves into Detroit Police 
Department First Precinct au- 
thorities at 2:30 a.m. Jan. 18 

When Detroit officials 
found the pair were wanted on 
murder warrants, Flat Rock 
police were notified. Boteler 
and Lt. Charles Humphriss 


traveled to Detroit and re- 
turned the suspects to Flat 
Rock. 

Boteler said Mancine was 
fatally injured when he was 
struck repeatedly with a piece 
of furniture. The motive for the 
attack reportedly was “re- 
venge,” Boteler said, as 
Gorsline allegedly was Man- 
cine’s former girlfriend. 

An earlier suspect, Ronald 
Smith of Detroit, was arrested 
on murder charges in Decem- 
ber. He was later freed and 
charges were dropped, prior to 
the latest arrests. 


4 heart machines donated

Four life-saving heart start- 
ing machines have been do- 
nated to the Romulus Fire 
Department by the Community 
Emergency Medical Service 
Inc. (CEMS) of Farmington 
Hills. 

CEMS officials Greg Beau- 
ehemin and Diane Witkowski 
appeared at the Monday night 
council meeting to announce 
the gift and reveal the training 
program currently being con- 
ducted with local firefighters. 

Witkowski said 80 percent of 
the local firefighters have al- 
ready been trained with the 
life saving devices and the re- 


mainder are being trained this 
week. 

Actual use of the recondi- 
tioned devices will begin this 
Friday, with one of the units 
being assigned at each of the 
city’s four fire stations. 

The current models called 
“Heart Start 2000” cost $7,000 
when they are new. This is the 
fourth year the medical group 
is donating such units to Michi- 
gan area fire departments. 

“The exciting thing is that 
they do save lives,” Beau- 
chemin said. 

The three key elements in 
saving lives today are: having 
trained firefighters, public 
awareness and proper tech- 
nology, he said. 


“More lives should be saved 
now in Romulus," Witkowski 
said, “as about 17 percent of 
heart attack victims were 
saved when they received 
quick automatic defibrillation 
assistance at local hospitals.” 

“Now that the service can 
be provided by firefighters 
themselves (a saving of 20-25 
minutes) the success rate 
jumps to 50 to 70 percent,” she 
concluded. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
praised Fire Chief William 
Greenslait for his efforts in ob 
taining the needed equipment 
and cited the local volunteers 
“who are always willing to un- 
dergo more up to date training 
efforts.” 


Young gunman expelled

A ninth-grade Stevenson Ju- 
nior High School student was 
expelled by the Wayne- 
Westland School Board Mon- 
day night for bringing a loaded 
BB gun to school, which was 
fired in the lunchroom cafete- 
ria on Dec. 2, according to Greg 
Baracy, assistant superinten- 
dent to general administra- 
tion. ( 

A second Stevenson stu- 
dent, who received the gun 
from the expelled student, is 
going through a due process 
hearing with the district to de- 
termine what disciplinary ac- 
tion will be taken against that 


student, Baracy said. 

School district personnel 
were notified of the incident 
by a parent on Dec. 3. Accord- 
ing to Gary Dell, the assistant 
to the superintendent of 
schools, the weapon was con- 
cealed under the youth’s 
jacket and was passed to an- 
other student during class. 
Three students admitted to 
witnessing the transaction, 
Dell added. 

The expelled student admit- 
ted to administrators that he 
brought the weapon to school, 
however, the student who al- 
legedly received the gun dur- 
ing class denied the 
allegations, Dell said. 


During the course of the 
day, Baracy said, “It (gun) was 
pointed at another student.” 
Baracy added that the gun was 
discharged into a hamburger 
at a lunchroom table. 

“The potential of bodily 
harm is there with any 
weapon,” Baracy said. 

According to Baracy, walk- 
through metal detectors were 
used at the Wayne Memorial 
versus John Glenn High 
School basketball game last 
week and no weapons were 
found on any person. Metal de- 
tector wands are also in place 
at the secondary school, Bar- 
acy said, and no weapons have 
been discovered. 


City police fees increased

Following a survey of police 
department fees in surround- 
ing communities, the Romulus 
City Council Monday night 
voted to slightly hike rates for 
copies of police reports, finger- 
prints and vehicle inspections. 

The fee hike, that excludes 
senior citizens, was requested 
by Acting Police Chief Robert 
Brown following a survey done 
by Sgt. John Myers. 

The surveyed communities 
included Allen Park, Canton 
Township, Huron Township, 
Livonia, Southgate, Taylor, 
Van Buren Township, Wayne, 
Wyandotte and Westland. 


The approved fee hikes in- 
clude: copies of police reports 
(up to three pages) from $3 to 
$4; copies of reports two years 
and older (up to three pages) 
from $5 to $6; fingerprints from 
$4 to $6; letters of clearance 
from $2 to $3, and vehicle in- 
spections from $3 to $5. 

No change was requested in 
gun permit fees that range 
from $8 to $15. 

The City Council also ap- 
proved two bid offerings: one 
for the resurfacing of two 
tennis courts at Romulus Park 
No. 1 and the other for 
computer equipment. 

On the recommendation of 
Finance Director Lynn A. Con- 
way the council approved 


awarding the tennis court bid 
to Wayne Asphalt Paving, the 
lowest of five bidders, for 
$12,257. 

The computer bid award 
was split between Sterling 
Computer Systems Inc. of West 
Bloomfield for $10,228 and 
Quality Computer Systems of 
Livonia for $2,154 the lowest of 
six bidders. 

Conway explained that “all 
existing equipment that is be- 
ing replaced has been desig- 
nated to be used somewhere 
within the city.” 

The council also authorized 
the letting of bids for a salt 
spreader, a traffic control ar- 
row board, limestone, gravel, 
fill sand and top soil. 


10K run will be restarted

After a year of absence, the 
popular 10K Run will return to 
the Michigan Week celebra- 
tion here and any profits will 
be turned over to the Lupus 
Foundation.

West continued “with local, 
state and nationwide interest 
in running increasing signifi- 
cantly, it seems somewhat of a 
travesty to let the run die for 
lack of leadership.” 

West, who has been both a 
runner and volunteer in past 
Romulus 10K Runs, stated the 
local race “was touted as one 
of the best in the state and it 
surely was one of the most en- 
joyable.” 

“With my base of knowledge 
on running and the support 
and management of the Ann 
Arbor Track Club (of which I 
am a member), the run can be 
successfully re-established,” 


she said. 

West said she has gained the 
support of Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Kathy Darnell of the 
Michigan Week Festival Com- 
mittee, Mary Rutkowski of the 
Downriver Lupus Foundation 
and several local businesses. 

She said the plans are “to 
name the run The Romulus 
Michigan Week Run for 
Lupus.” 

West asked for the council 
and community’s “encourage- 
ment and moral support, as I 
am sure that the run will be a 
success and will enhance the 
already positive image of the 
city.” 


Alternate court is proposed 


Although fences are being 
mended between the 34th Dis- 
trict Court and the five com- 
munities it serves, the 
possibility of some members 
establishing an off-shoot of the 
court is still possible. 

Tension has existed bet- 
ween the communities and the 
court since it was reported 
that $270,000 in court funds 
was missing. In March, the for- 
mer court administrator and 
her assistant were placed on 
paid leaves and several 
months later the administrator 
resigned and the assistant’s 
position was abolished. 

No charges have been filed 
against anyone, and members 
of the five communities have 
complained that they have 
been “stonewalled” when re- 
questing information on the 
status of the investigation. 

The newly hired adminis- 
trator Michael Ramsey and 
Chief Judge Felix Rogalle met 
with the District Control Unit 
(DCU) representatives on 
Tuesday morning. 

“I’m not dropping the idea 
of establishing a 34B court I’ve 
talked to 


(Rep. Curtis) Hertel, (Rep. 
Deborah) Whyman and (Sen. 
William) Faust about it,” said 
Sumpter Township Supervisor 
Marvin Banotai. 

“I’m pleased with the new 
administrator and with the 
openness, but I’m not buying 
out of the idea of an option. I’m 
holding with Marv,” said Van 
Buren Township Supervisor 
David Jacokes. “All we want to 
know is if we are moving in the 
right direction. We want to 
know about the missing 
$270,000 and if there was a con- 
spiracy.” 

Jacokes called for an end to 
the “us and them” mentality of 


the court and the five commu- 
nities, saying, “Now, it’s just us. 
We can work together.” 

Huron Township Supervisor 
Christine Gamber, who serves 
as DCU chairman for the 34th 
Distric Court, noted that the 
five communities are not anx- 
ious to break from the court. 

“Not, if we can rely on it be- 
ing run efficiently and legally,” 
Gamber said, “but, we are still 
considering alternate mea- 
sures if we cannot be satisfied. 

Ramsey pledged to keep an 
“open door” policy and to con- 
tinue his implementation of 
safeguards on money handling 
procedures.

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Arbor Drugs wins

Despite a recommendation 
for denial from the city admin- 
istration, the Westland City 
Council members cast a unani- 
mous vote to approve a site 
plan to construct an Arbor 
Drug store in Hunter Park

roads in Westland. 

Mayor Robert J. Thomas 
said he was opposed to the de- 
velopment, but realized the 
council had a legal obligation 
to approve the site plan. 

“The recommendation is 
more my personal stance on 
development I know you have 
to approve this,” Thomas said. 

At a previous council meet- 
ing in late December, Thomas 
said many large drug store 
chains have closed down in the 
city. However, city attorney An- 
gelo Plakas added that if the 
site plan met all requirements 
of the ordinance, legally the 
council must approve the plan 
or the city could be taken to 
court 

Council members originally 
approved a Special Land Use 
permit at a Sept 7 study ses- 
sion contingent upon devel- 


opers enclosing the dumpster, 
cleaning debris and maintain- 
ing the landscaping on the 
easterly portion of the 6.5 acre 
property. Developers were in- 
structed to provide screening 
on the north side of the prop- 
erty and to construct a fence 
bordering neighboring houses. 

According to Planning Di- 
rector Tod Kilroy, developers 
have resolved lighting con- 
cerns, the dumpster has been 
moved closer to the building 
and landscaping has been 
completed on the northern 
boundary. 

“We’ve addressed any out- 
standing issues. We’ve gone be- 
yond what was requested,” 
project developer Victor An- 
sara said. 

Citizen concern was dis- 
cussed at an earlier meeting, 
causing the site plan approval 
to be postponed. Neighbors re- 
siding near the property com- 
plained that the site was not 
kept clean and the boundary 
fence was not secure enough to 
prevent rats and other small 
animals from getting on their 
property. 

However, no citizen protest 
was heard at the Jan. 18 meet- 
ing when the site plan was ap- 
proved.

Too great a risk 

It may very soon become a felony in this state to use a 
deadly weapon to flee interrogation by a police officer. 

In the past 10 years. 36 innocent bystanders or uninvol- 
ved motorists have been killed as a result of high-speed 
police chases in the Metro Detroit area. 

Any vehicle operated at 50, 60. 75 or 85 mph is a deadly 
weapon, even a police car. Not only are innocent by- 
standers and the public at large in jeopardy during these 
chases, the police officers themselves are taking their 
lives in their very hands as they attempt to stop fleeing 
drivers leading them on a perilous chase. 

We don't think this is a danger which should be inherent 
to their work. We agree with the proponents of this new 
legislation that fleeing a police officer in a vehicle should 
merit some very, very harsh penalties indeed. 

We cannot applaud efforts of state lawmakers to in- 
crease penalties for ignoring a police officer’s order to 
stop loudly enough. Presently, members of the Michigan 
House of Representatives are considering two proposals, 
(House Bills 4060 and 4703) which would make fieeing 
from a police officer in a motor vehicle a felony and 
greatly increase penalties for such a violation. These bills 
would: 

• Make fleeing a police officer a felony regardless of 
whether an injury occurs; 

• Make property used in a crime of fleeing or eluding a 
law enforcement officer subject to the forfeiture laws of 
the state; 

• Make fleeing violators who exceed the speed limit by 
more than 30 mph or who operate a motor vehicle with 
reckless disregard for the safety of any individual, guilty of 
a felony punishable by imprisonment for up to four years 
or a fine of up to $2,000, or both; 

• Revoke the operator’s license or chauffeur’s license if 
an individual is convicted of a fieeing violation; and 

• Create a commission with the duty of providing a state- 
wide model policy for police officers to follow when pursu- 
ing criminals. 

We are strongly in favor of all these measures and urge 
our local residents to support this legislation. 

We feel the only means of better protecting innocent 
citizens is to make the penalty for the action which 
threatens them too severe to risk by even the most hard- 
ened criminal. 

We think these measures will save lives and diminish 
the ever-present risks faced by police officers on the job. 
We would hope that when adopted, these new regulations 
would be strictly enforced by judges and widely pub- 
licized so that the idea of fleeing from a police officer 
would be a matter of some consequence-one that could 
cost a driver his vehicle, his freedom, his driver’s license 
or at the very least a healthy fine. 

We support the measures and hope our elected officials 
will do the same.

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Custodian 
responds 
to salary story 

To the editor: 

I would like to respond to a 
recent article in the opinion 
section of your newspaper. I 
don’t remember the exact defi- 
nition of “yellow journalism”; 
however, I believe it refers to 
slanting material with half- 
truths and omission of perti- 
nent material in order to get a 
favorable opinion to your 
point of view. The article I am 
referring to is the one pertain- 
ing to school custodian’s wages 
being higher than that of some 
teacher. The article also im- 
plied that custodians also had 
a great deal of time off during 
school recesses. 

I work for the Plymouth- 
Canton school district, and I 
would like to clarify some facts 
about our pay scale and 
methods of promotion. It is 
true that a custodian is our dis- 
trict makes more than a first- 
year teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree; however, the teacher’s 
pay is based on eight months 
rather than 12 months, like 
ours. Teachers can also in- 
crease their pay by attaining 
more sophisticated or spe- 
cialized training such as mas- 
ters or doctorate degrees. A 
custodian’s base pay is $27,000 
per 12-month year. The only 
pay increase comes through 
advancement. Therefore, on 
an average, it takes approx- 
imately five to six years to at- 
tain the position which pays 
approximately $29,000 per 
year. I hope you can see that a 
$2,000 increase after six years 
is well behind the pro rata sys- 
tem the teachers work under. 
It takes approximately 10 to 12 
years for a custodian to reach 
maximum level which is plant 
engineer with a base pay of 
$31,000 per annum. We at top 
level make approximately 
20,000 less per year based on a 
12-month system. Please un- 
derstand this is not teacher 
bashing; they earn the wage 
just as we do, but to imply that 
custodians make the same pay 
is ludicrous. 

Another point I would like 
to take issue with is the con- 
cept that the schools operate 
on skeleton crews during 
break periods. The only time 
of year that I have seen a dra- 
matic decrease in staffing 
(other than by layoff) is during 
the Christmas vacation. This, 
however, is not a paid holiday 
time. Many custodians choose 
to use earned vacation days in 
conjunction with their holiday 
days to get an extended vaca- 
tion. At no other time, in the 
years I have been in the dis- 
trict, to we operate on skeleton

crews. The vast majority of 
bulk work (scrubbing floors, 
waxing, painting, gum scrap- 
ing, carpet cleaning, plumbing 
repairs, light changing, elec- 
tric repair etc.) happens when 
schools are not in session. 

Finally, the custodial staff 
in my district are hard- 
working family and 
community-oriented people 
who care about the public and 
their children. Custodians are 
chosen by the substitute pro- 
cess just like teachers. De- 
pending on the individual and 
the circumstances, subs can 
substitute a very long time- 
even up to four years before 
getting hired. During this sub 
period your pay is half of a reg- 
ular custodian’s ancl without 
benefits. Your shifts vary as 
well-you can work midnights, 
a few days, then afternoons, 
then days. If short on subs, you 
could work two different jobs 
in one day. Custodian bashing 
is easy because we are on the 
low end of the financial scale, 
and everyone figures we will 
sit back and take it. Major com- 
panies, both public and pri- 
vate, usually focus on the low 
end hourly employees as the 
problem, but as Ross Perot 
says, “it almost never is.” 

A copy of this letter will be 
sent to each school in my dis- 
trict to show we had the cour- 
age to respond just as I hope 
you have the courage to print 
this response. Thank you for 
your consideration.

Legislator blasts 
teacher actions 

To the editor: 

Centerline teachers were 
recently rewarded with huge 
pay increases after they ille- 
gally went on strike for nine 
days last fall. Since teachers 
do not suffer any pay loss when 
striking, they can hold hostage 
parents, students, school 
boards and taxpayers to get ex- 
orbitant pay increases. Cen- 
terline teachers will now take 
over $58,000 for working less 
than 180 days a year. 

Michigan teachers don’t 
lose any pay when they go on 
strike since the school year is 
simply extended into the sum- 
mer or other student vacation 
time. Teacher strikes disrupt 
parents’ work schedules, fam- 
ily vacations and take money 
from kids by shorting student 
summer vacation work days. 
Teachers aren’t worried about 
their illegal strikes at public 
schools since 40 percent of 
teachers send their kids to pri- 
vate schools. 

It’s time to end this teacher 
special privilege and have 
teachers lose a day’s pay for 
each day of strike like the 
UAW and every one else in 


Michigan. I recently intro- 
duced legislation HB 5218 
which would force school 
boards to hire substitute 
teachers to make sure the 
school year begins and con- 
tinues on the regular schedule 
during teacher strikes. My bill 
prohibits school boards from 
reducing school hours or the 
school year because that hurts 
education quality and risks 
loss of college academic ac- 
creditation. 

Most Macomb County 
teachers took a 30 percent pay 
increase during 1990-1992 
when many other people were 
forced to take pay cuts or pay 
freezes. Additionally, teacher 
pensions are exempt from 
state income taxes. Teachers 
don’t contribute part of their 
paycheck into their health 
care nor primary pension pro- 
gram. Taxpayers annually pay 
approximately $5,800 a year to 
each teacher’s health care and 
$5,600 to each teacher’s pen- 
sion. 

Since teacher unions have 
the same rights and privileges 
as other unions, they should 
have the same penalties. By le- 
galizing teacher strikes, we 
would virtually end all future 
teacher strikes.

Voters will decide on March 
15 whether they want a 2 per- 
cent hike in sales taxes to help 
fund state schools, or whether 
they will accept an income tax 
hike as an alternative. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment, which will ap- 
pear on the March 15 ballot, 
would: 

• Limit annual assessment 
increase for each property par- 
cel to 5 percent or the inflation 
rate, whichever is less, and ad- 
just assessment to current 
value when the property is 
sold or transferred. 

• Increase the 4 percent 
sales and use tax to 6 percent, 
and dedicate the additional 
revenue to schools. 

• Exempt school operating 
millages from uniform taxa- 
tion requirement. 

• Require three-quarters of 
the legislature to exceed statu- 
tory school operating millage 
rates. 

• Activate legislation that 


would raise additional school 
revenues through taxation, in- 
cluding partial restoration of 
property tax. 

• Nullify alternative legisla- 
tion which would raise school 
revenues through taxation in- 
cluding a 4.6 percent income 
tax to 6 percent and partial 
restoration of property tax. 

If the proposal is approved 
by Michigan voters, the state 
sales tax will increase to 6 
cents per dollar, and the alter- 
nate plan to boost the income 
tax to 6 percent will be can- 
celed. 

Many area voters have ex- 
pressed confusion about 
which plan will be most bene- 
ficial for state residents. 

Belleville Chamber of Com- 
merce President Gerald 
McKelvey, of McKelvey & As- 
sociates, sees negative impli- 
cations to the adoption of 
either tax plan, and believes 
individuals must decide for 
themselves which plan will be 
most beneficial to them. 

McKelvey said the increase 
in the state sales tax would 


spread the cost to non-resident 
vacationers as well as resi- 
dents, while an increase in the 
income tax would be borne so- 
lely by residents. 

“The state figures that tour 
ists will pick up some of the 
sales taxes, and in that per- 
spective, the sales tax would 
be a better choice,” McKelvey 
said. “I just hope the increase 
in the sales tax will not be re- 
pressive for business in gen- 
eral. Most states currently 


have a higher sales tax than we 
do in Michigan.” 

McKelvey said the “hardest 
thing for business to swallow” 
is the 24 mill property tax on 
businesses. 

“I truly wish the legislature 
had left the property tax out of 
the formula,” McKelvey said. 
“I’m aware that there* *has been 
a lot of criticism of the abolish- 
ment of the school property 
tax before other taxes were al- 
located, but I don’t think tax 


reform could have been done 
any other way. The legislators 
had to take a drastic step, with- 
out the safety net, to change 
the school funding.” 

In a Jan. 13 letter, Sen. Jack 
Welborn of Lansing expressed 
his uncertainty about the 
March 15 ballot proposal. 

“As a taxpayer, I’m going to 
lose either way. I think both 
tax options are bad, and that’s 
the reason I voted against 
them,” Welborn said. 

“Accountants, lawyers and 
other analysts are still trying 
to interpret the finer points of 
the tax options, but the bottom 
line is already clear - Whether 
voter choose a 50 percent hike 
in the state sales tax or a 30 
percent raise in the state in- 
come tax, the result is going to 
be a loss for taxpayers and an- 
other gain for government with 
no reason to expect improved 
educational quality,” Welborn 
said. 

The senator noted that a 
vote for escalating the sales 
tax is also a vote for expanding 
legalized gambling through 


the use of numbers video 
games in bars. 

“Either way, businesses are 
going to have an increase of 24 
mills in property taxes. If the 
sales tax fails, there will also 
be an increase in the Single 
Business Tax. If the sales tax 
passes, the transfer tax in real 
estate sales will be increase to 
2 percent,” Welborn noted. “If 
the sales tax fails, the real es- 
tate transfer tax is increased 1 
percent.” 

In addition, if the sales tax 
passes, residential property 
owners get a 6-mill tax rein- 
statement, 12 mills if the sales 
tax fails. Either way, the 3-mill 
intermediate school district 
tax is being reinstated on all 
property owners, the senator 
noted. 

“What is really confusing is 
the way K 12 funding in- 
creased over a billion dollars 
in the final compromise,” he 
said, noting that an amend- 
ment to hold spending to $9.6 
billion was boosted to $10.6 
billion and then increased to a 
total of $11.2 billion.

Bay City Western wins

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Canton police seek 
input of residents

If a police officer were to 
step out of a patrol car and 
walk up to you, what would be 
the first thing to run through 
your mind? Would you be re- 
tracing your actions searching 
for some illegal activity? 

Canton Township Police of- 
ficers are working to change 
that first impression. Striving 
toward improved relations 
with township residents, select 
officers are returning to the 
community and asking for in- 
put 

The mission statement of 
the community-based policing 
program states the Canton 
Township Police Department 
•- will work in a partnership with 
citizens to solve community 
problems related to crime, 
fear of crime, social and physi- 
cal disorder and other prob- 
lems which impact the overall 
quality of life in the commu- 
nity. 

To create a mutual trust re- 
spect and understanding bet- 
ween the police and 
community, a handful of offi- 
cers voluntarily go out into the 
community and introduce 
themselves to citizens. 

“If an officer is driving 
; through a subdivision and sees 
a citizen walking to their mail- 
box, the officer will get out of 


the car and talk with the citi- 
zen,” said John Santomauro, 
director of public safety for 
Canton Township. 

Officers are also accessible 
to people by attending homeo- 
wners meetings and visiting lo- 
cal schools. 

The concept of community- 
based policing stems from pro- 
grams utilized in other areas, 
then tailored to the needs of 
the township. But according to 
police officials, “The concept 
of returning to the community 
is not new and has been tried 
and retried in many different 
forms and applications. Each 
has met success or failure de- 
pending on the time, area or 
method of delivery.” 

The program involves a se- 
lect number of areas in the 
township equal to the number 
of police volunteers. “Even 
though this peer group is star- 
ting to sell itself, I don’t know 
if we could ever cover the en- 
tire township,” said the direc- 
tor, “because I would not want 
to force people to do it” 

Santomauro attributes the 
success of the program to the 
officers involved. 

“What tends to work is when 
it’s the officer’s own idea 
versus a management idea. 
The volunteers are talking 
about it to other officers and 
more people are volunteer- 
ing.”

Youth program 
funds approved

The Youth Assistance Pro- 
gram will continue for at least 
the first six months of 1994 un- 
der a budget amendment ap- 
proved by the Westland City 
Council members. 

With $7,302 from community 
development funds, council 
members approved a budget 
amendment which would fund 
the program through June 30, 
1994. After June 30, the block 
grant for the new year will pro- 
vide some $16,000 in funding, 
according to Westland Budget 
Director Tim McCurley. 

“It’s anticipated that the re- 
maining funds will carry us 
through the next budget year,” 
Finance Director Mike Gor- 
man said. 

Gorman advised the council 
that if the contract is not ex- 
tended a full year, some em- 
ployees may be reluctant to 
stay on full-time. 

“It might impair the person- 
nel, but if they know the coun- 
cil is considering it, there 
might not be as much con- 
cern,” Councilman Charles 
Griffin responded. 

“The only additional posi- 
tion was clerical part-time. I 
don’t think ... that would im- 
pact them in a negative way,” 
Councilman Glenn Anderson 
added. 

Council members also ex- 
tended a Youth Assistance 
Professional Services Agree- 
ment between the city and pro- 
gram director Ronaele 
Bowman until June 30, 1994 in 
the pro-rated amount of 
$32,107. 

“I think the response to the 


community has been tremen- 
dous,” Council President Pro- 
Tern Sandra Cicirelli said. 

Cicirelli added that addi- 
tional fundraising efforts are 
being considered by the Youth 
Advisorv Council. 

The Youth Assistance Pro- 
gram, based in the Dorsey 
Community Center located at 
32715 Dorsey Road in West- 
land, was started by the city in 
December 1992. 

The program was developed 
to help children between the 
ages of 7 and 16 who are having 
problems in school and at 
home, Bowman said. 

The youth program is cur- 
rently budgeted for $59,800 
and Bowman requested 
$92,214 in funding for 1994 with 
a total of $39,409 granted for 
February through June 1994. 

“We need to offer more than 
we originally intended. We 
have a lot of young kids,” Bow- 
man said following the recent 
award of a $3,000 grant from 
the Target Store on Warren 
Road in Westland. 

There are 154 students in 
the “first-time offender” pro- 
gram and there is a waiting list 
for students who wish to be in- 
volved, Bowman said. 

Council members originally 
extended the program through 
Jan. 31, 1994. 

“Although we agree the 
need and demand are there, 
our position is to go through 
this when we know what will 
happen in the state,” Mayor 
Robert J. Thomas said at an 
earlier study session. 

“This is a very worthwhile 
project, but we have to under- 
stand whether the budget 
money will be there in June.”

When asked if the “Stars On Ice” production will ever go abroad, Hamilton said he 
would like to perform in Europe, but there are a few restrictions. 

“Unfortunately many of theaters in Europe are in the dark ages and are not suited 
for our kind of show,” Hamilton said. “The other thing is Europe has so many popular 
musicals on right now that it would be hard to schedule in something new.” 

Hamilton’s climb up the ladder of success is definitely an inspirational story of 
courage and determination. 

Six weeks after he was born Aug. 28, 1958, he was adopted by Ernest and Dorothy 
Hamilton, both professors at Bowling Green University. 

When he was only 2 years old, he contracted a mysterious illness which caused him 
to stop growing. For the next six years, doctors prescribed a variety of unsuccessful 
treatments. After his illness was mistakenly diagnosed as cystic fibrosis and he was 
given six months to live, the Hamiltons took their son to Boston’s Children’s Hospital 
where his ailment began to correct itself by special diet and moderate exercise. 

After watching his older sister, Susan, on an ice skating outing, Hamilton decided 
he wanted to skate. 

He began taking formal lessons and joined a hockey team. Within a year, his illness 
disappeared and he began growing again. 

At 13, Hamilton began training with Pierre Brunet, a former Olympic gold medalist 
and despite steady progress, abruptly quit competitive skating in 1976 to enroll at 
Bowling Green. 

Finances to fund his training had become an issue. But, before he began classes, 
an anonymous couple who had supported other Olympic hopefuls volunteered to 
sponsor Scott. He immediately resumed training. 

Within the next several years, Hamilton’s training paid off. By 1980, he was good 
enough to capture third place in national competition and win a berth on the U.S. 
Olympic squad. 

His other accomplishments include: earning a fifth-place finish at the 1980 Olym- 
pics in Lake Placid; capturing the World Championship in 1981; winning a gold medal 
at the first Skate America tournament; earning world titles in 1982 and 1983; captur- 
ing a gold medal at the 1984 Winter Olympics in Sarajevo and scoring a stunning 
victory at the World Championships in Ottawa, Canada. 

Hamilton said he enjoys a good competition. With the recent Nancy Kerrigan/ 
Tonya Harding saga, however, he said he is disheartened that this type of incident has 
entered the skating world. 

“Nothing like this has ever happened since I’ve been competing,” Hamilton said. 
“Put it this way, if it had happened when I was going for the medals, I would probably 
be in a wheelchair. 

“It has always been very competitive to begin with. There are various individuals 
who are cutthroat in this business. It will be interesting to see how this particularly 
case with Nancy and Tonya ends up.” 


Hamilton said he hopes nothing like the Kerrigan/Harding incident will happen 
again. 

“I don’t see this continuing,” Hamilton said. “At least in this case, they are getting 
the individuals who committed the crime which is unlike what happened with the 
tennis star who was stabbed.” 

As a producer, Hamilton has twice produced major theatrical proscenium ice 
shows for Sea World in San Diego. He made his musical comedy/acting debut in 1989 
as the star of Broadway On Ice. 

In July of 1990, he received the honor of being inducted into the U.S. Olympic Hall 
of Fame. 

Hamilton seems to have done it all. What does he have in store for the future? 

“I would love to do something in New York on stage,” Hamilton said. “I really enjoy 
acting. Maybe I would try my hand at the movies. I think I’ve got that Tom Cruise 
smile.” 

For those skaters hoping to reach for the stars like Hamilton, he has these words of 
advice. 

“Make a lot of short-term goals,” Hamilton said. “Don’t look way ahead. I try to tell 
kids to not worry about later on, worry about now.”

Newspaper marks 
108 th anniversary

In 1886, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor was founded, 
TV Cobb was born, the Statue 
of Liberty was dedicated and 
Robert Lewis Stevenson 
penned Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 

Also among the important 
events that happened 108 
years ago, was the founding of 
the Belleville Enterprise by 
Roscoe C. Begole in partner- 
ship with A.E. Smith. 

The Enterprise, one of the six 
community newspapers pub- 
lished by Associated News- 
papers Inc., has served the 
western Wayne County com- 
munities of Belleville, Van 
Buren Township, Sumpter 
Township and the area served 
by the Van Buren Public 
School District with weekly 
editions since its founding. 

In 1888, Smith bought out 
Begole’s interest in the news- 
paper and continued publish- 
ing The Enterprise, adding the 
Willis Times and Romulus Ro- 
man, which was later merged 
with The Enterprise. In 1925, the 
newspaper was sold to Frank 
Ames of Wayne, and two years 
later Ames joined in partner- 
ship with Paul C. Robinson to 
form the Ames-Robinson Pub- 
lishing Co, 

In 1945, The Enterprise- 
Roman was purchased by Ray 
Clift, who in 1950 formed Asso- 
ciated Newspapers with Lewis 
Robson. After Robson re- 
signed from the newspaper 
chain, Wes Willett, the father 
of the present owner, bought 
into the firm. 

From 1969 to 1976, the news- 
paper chain was owned by 
Panax Corp. It was then sold to 
David Willett, current owner 
and president 

The newspaper became a 
twice-weekly publication on 
Nov. 4, 1990 when the Sunday 
Eagle & Enterprise was intro-

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Lighting plan prompts protest

Residents of Pattingill 
Street in Westland, who re- 
cently voiced their disap 
proval of a plan to place eight 
overhead street lights on the 
dead-end street north of 
Cherry Hill Road, were 
pleased with the decision of 
city council members to begin 
assessing the costs per parcel 
for a single street light 

Despite recommendations 
from Detroit Edison that the 
41-parcel street have a mini- 
mum of eight lights, citizens on 
Pattingill made a request to 
only have one light placed on 
the corner of Pattingill and 
Cherry Hill. 

Residents on Pattingill 
made the original street light- 
ing petition in 1991. However, 
one resident, who led the peti- 
tion drive in 1991, said the pe- 
titioners only wanted one 
street light on the corner for 
better night vision when mak- 
ing a left-hand turn. 

“We only wanted one street 
light. We don’t want eight,” 
Pattingill resident Stephen 
Keller said at an earlier meet- 
ing.

stalled. 

The initial first year charge 
will pay for a portion of the 
total construction cost to De- 
troit Edison, Hardin said. The 
first-time payment also allows 
Detroit Edison to keep electri- 
cal and maintenance costs 
from rising much over the 
years, according to Hardin. 

“The prices (over the years) 
won’t go up much if at all,” 
Hardin said. 

Westland Finance Director 
Mike Gorman warned at an 
earlier meeting of city council 
members of possible lawsuits 
if accidents or other problems 
occur should the city reject the

Residents flee home fires

Westland fire officials kept 
busy last week with one house 
fire and an apartment fire. 

A Jan. 14 Westland house 
fire determined to be acciden- 
tal by Westland fire officials, 
may have been caused by juve- 
niles, according to Westland 
Fire Marshall Patrick Harder. 

When police arrived on the 
scene around 11 p.m., the 
north side front door of the 
home, located on the 29600 
block of Joy Road in Westland, 
was engulfed in flames and 
boys ages 12 and 13 were in the 
front yard with a cat and dog 
that were injured in the fire, 
according to police reports. 

“It was a near total loss of 
the house,” Harder said. 

One child, the son of the ho- 
meowner, said the fire may 
have started after he stepped 
on a 6-inch butane lighter in 
his bedroom, police said. 
While the two boys were in the 
bedroom, according to police 


reports, they observed the mat- 
tress on fire. 

According to Harder the po- 
lice report reflects the juve- 
niles story. 

“We don’t think it’s arson. 
Maybe the kids were playing,” 
Harder said. 

Harder believes the fire 
could have been started by the 
juveniles or a space heater. 

Although no humans were 
burned in the fire, three cats, a 
dog and a duck were killed in 
the blaze and a cat and dog 
were transported to the Michi- 
gan Humane Society suffering 
burns. Harder said. 

Fire officials are also inves- 
tigating an apartment fire 
which occurred around 4:05 
p.m. on Jan. 16. Harder said 
the blaze is “suspicious” be- 
cause of the intense heat and 
speed of the fire. 

“We’re investigating it be- 
cause it was a fast, hot fire. It 
did more damage than an acci- 
dental fire should do,” Harder 
said. 


The fire began in the front 
bedroom on the second story 
of a London Townhouse apart- 
ment, located on the 29000 
block of Manchester Street, 
Harder said. 

The fire caused the window 
to break out and extended to 
the roof, but was mainly con- 
tained in the front room, 
Harder said. Other portions of 
the second floor suffered 
smoke and heat damage. 

A family of three was in the 
home when the fire began, 
Harder said, and attempted to 
get upstairs to extinguish the 
fire, but were unable to do so. 
A family member called 911 
and the three escaped. 

The 53-year-old man and his 
23-year-old son suffered minor 
injuries. 

The 46-year-old woman was 
treated for back injuries after 
slipping and falling and for 
minor smoke inhalation, 
Harder said.

Victim shot 

Teen body discovered in Wayne basement

The Wayne Police Department is investigating 
an incident which resulted in the death of a Tay- 
lor man found in the basement of a Wayne home 
on First Street on Wednesday. 

“We received a call 7:20 p.m. on a dead body 
found in a basement on the 4000 block of First 
Street,” Wayne Police Chief John Colligan said. 
“Officers responded to the area and found a 19- 
year-old white male who had one gunshot wound 
to the chest.” 


The victim was identified by Wayne police as 
Steven James Taylor. 

“The Wayne County prosecutor is expected to 
issue a warrant for the arrest of a 65-year-old 
Wayne man,” Colligan said. “The charges, how- 
ever, have yet to come from the prosecutor’s of- 
fice.” 

Police expected the suspect to be arrested and 
arraigned in the 29th District Court Jan. 28. 

The resident could be charged with first- 
degree murder, according to police. 

“The victim arrived at the Wayne home as a 


visitor approximately t> p.m. Jan. 26,” Colligan 
said. “There were only two people home at the 
time of the incident.” 

Police would not release any more information 
until the suspect is arraigned. 

Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews is heading the in- 
vestigation. Anyone with information on the inci- 
dent is requested by Drews to contact the Wayne 
Police Department at 721-1313. 

This is the first homicide of the year in Wayne, 
according to Colligan. 


Rustic touch 

Outhouse is 

still in fashion

For most folks, the outhouse is a bit of antiq- 
uity that is best forgotten, but a Van Buren 
Township woman values the privy as a part of 
rural history. 

Shirley Straub enjoys preserving the past, 
but not to the extent that she would give up the 
modern plumbing in her home, especially with 
the temperatures dipping below zero. 

“I’ve always been interested in old out- 
houses. When I took a drive in the country, I’d 
always be on the look-out for old ones in remote 
areas,” Straub said. “It may sound silly to some, 
but I always wanted one in my yard. They are a 
bit of our rural heritage, just like other antique 
items that are no longer in use.” 

Although the modem flush toilet was in- 
vented in 1775, it was a century later before the 
invention replaced the chamber pots and out- 
houses in American. Even after the tum-of-the- 
century, areas without sewer systems contin- 
ued to depend on outdoor privies. 

The outhouse on her Elwell Road property 
was recently constructed by her son, Keith 
Bruder, and erected as “a focal point” in her 
yard. 

“I was really surprised when he made it for 
me,” Straub said. “I had talked about one for

Inkster siblings found guilty of murder

A brother and sister, who police said were hired guns, 
face up to life in prison in the shooting death of an Inkster 
man. 

Clinton Cheeks, who recently turned 16, was found guilty 
Wednesday by a Recorder’s Court jury of first-degree mur- 
der. The jury also found him guilty of possession of a fire- 
arm during the commission of a felony. 

Krystal Cheeks, Clint’s 17-year-old sister, pleaded guilty 


to second- degree murder in the slaying of David Pasley. 

Pasley was shot to death in September of 1993 in his 
girlfriend’s home in the city of Inkster. The 28-year-old Pas- 
ley is the brother of convicted drug dealer, Tyrone Pasley, 
who is serving time in a federal prison for possession of 
cocaine with the intent to deliver and also money launder- 
ing. 

The two-week trial, conducted in Judge Warfield Moore’s 
courtroom, was a near rerun of the preliminary exam

Basketball game turns into fighting match

What started out as a high school basketball battle Jan. 
21 between the Belleville Tigers and the Wayne Memorial 
Zebras turned into a fighting match in the bleachers. 

Wayne police arrested six students after a fight broke 
out in the stands approximately 9:01 p.m., according to 
Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 

“A large fight occurred in the stands on the Wayne Me- 
morial side,” Drews said. “No serious injuries took place, 
however, we arrested four 17-year-olds and two juveniles.” 

Those arrested were charged with disorderly person in 
fighting. If they are found guilty, they could receive up to 90 
days in jail, according to Drews. 

Police could not release the names of the two juveniles, 
however, the four Ypsilanti adults who were ticketed and 
released included Belleville High students Booker Will- 
iams, Fred Taylor, Carlos Smith, and Garland Johnson. 

Drews said the Belleville students started the fight by 
spitting on the Wayne Memorial students. 

“Additional assistance from the police department was 
requested to break up the fight,” Drews said. “The Be- 
lleville students should have been sitting in the Belleville 
section." 

The next evening. Smith and Taylor were allegedly in- 


volved in a shooting incident involving a drug deal on Cay- 
uga near West Willow Park in Ypsilanti, according to Sgt. 
Dan Minzey from the Washtenaw County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. 

A 30-year-old Ypsilanti man was allegedly shot by the 
two teen-agers during the attempted drug deal, according 
to Minzey. 

“One of the teen-agers put a gun to the man’s head and 
pulled the trigger, however, only a click was heard,” Minzey 
said. “Then, the teen-ager put the gun to the man’s chest 
and pulled the trigger again, and a second click was heard.” 

When the victim drove away to escape, Minzey said it 
was Taylor who shot at the van, and this time a bullet went 
through the window and into the man's leg. 

“There was a sheriffs deputy near by who heard the 
gunshot and found the man approximately 9:30 p.m. on 
Cayuga, only a few minutes after he had been shot,” Minzey 
said. “He was still inside of his van.” 

The victim was taken to Beyer Hospital where he was 
treated and released. 

“We were able to get a search warrant the next day and 
arrested both individuals,” Minzey said. “They were 
charged with armed robbery and attempted murder." 

Smith and Taylor were arraigned Jan. 24. No bond was 
set for Taylor, however Smith posted a $250 bond. A Jan. 31 
examination has been set for both defendants in the Yp- 
silanti Township 14th District Court. 


Ford's 

retirement 

surprises 

many

When Congressman William 
D. Ford (D-13) announced that 
he will retire at the end of the 
103rd Congress, he also 
pledged to work tirelessly dur- 
ing the remainder of his term 
“to improve the quality of life 
and the personal security of all 
Americans.” 

Ford is expected to play a 
key part in developing support 
for President Bill Clinton’s 
health care reform program. 

News of Ford’s decision to 
retire prompted comments 
from many of his colleagues 
and constituents. 

Secretary of Labor William 
Reich, whose plans to visit 
Wayne and Westland last week 
with Ford were dismissed at 
the last minute, said Ford’s 
presence on Capitol Hill “will 
be sorely missed not only by 
those of us in Washington who 
worked with him over the 
years, but, more importantly, 
by the working men and wo- 
men of this country.” 

U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services Secretary 
Donna Shalala said Ford has 
served the 13th Congressional 
District well, and termed him 
“a remarkable public servant 
and a gifted legislator. 

“Rep. Ford’s work is not yet 
done. The President, First 
Lady and 1 look forward to 
working with him and his 
House, Education and Labor 
Committee to enact legislation 
guaranteeing all Americans a 
comprehensive package of 
health benefits that can never 
be taken away,” said Shalala. 

Michigan Democratic Party 
Chairman Gary Corbin said 
Ford’s decision to retire is far 
more than a partisan loss. 

“It is a loss that will be ex- 
perienced in very real terms 
by every resident of Michigan’s 
13th Congressional District, 
the state of Michigan and, in- 
deed, the entire country," Cor- 
bin said. “Perhaps no one in 
Congress better understands 
the challenges and hardships 
experienced by ordinary peo- 
ple. The U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives will be a lesser 
place because of Bill Ford’s re- 
tirement" 

On the other hand, John 
Schall, who announced his 
candidacy for the 13 District 
congressional seat last Sep- 
tember, sees Ford’s retirement 
as “the end of an era.” 

“I’ve been running as a new 
voice for the people of the 13th 
District. This campaign is 
about the future - about getting

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Violence, uncertain hours 
spark 'roller coaster' stress

It's 3 a.m. Wayne police Lt. 
Mel Drews is awakened by a de- 
tective in his department who 
informs him of a murder that 
just occurred on Michigan Ave- 
nue. 

Tired from having worked a 
14-hour shift already, Drews 
gets dressed and heads out to 
the scene where he finds the 
body of a man who has been 
brutally beaten and shot at 
close range in the chest. 

This scenario is part of the 
life of every police officer, 
called all hours of the day or 
night to handle any type of 
criminal activity from sexual 
assaults to murder. 

Investigating a case from 
beginning to end may be rou- 
tine for a detective, but the 
stress factor involved with 


each day “on the job” for a 
police officer is like a roller 
coaster. 

In fact, according to a re- 
cent survey by the American 
Institute on stress, the role of 
a police officer is the second 
most stressful job anyone can 
have. 

Drews said he can attest to 
the level of stress involved 
with police work. He joined 
the Wayne Police Depart- 
ment in June 1974. 

“Probably the most stress- 
ful aspect of this job would 
be shift work, rotation of days 
off,” Drews said. “Not know- 
ing what to expect from min- 
ute to minute is very 
stressful. You don’t know how 
long you will be there or what 
could happen.” 

Drews said the most stress- 
ful case he has worked on in- 
volved a stabbing incident

which occurred in December, 
1991.

Controllers face deadly pressure

The job stress level of air 
traffic controllers (ATC) has 
continued to grow since their 
1981 battle with President 
Ronald Reagan, with air traf- 
fic increasing nationally by 
30 percent and the number of 
ATCs shrinking by 2,500. 

The above observations 
were offered last week by J im 
Green, who has been an air 
traffic controller for more 
than 10 years, the last five 
and a half at Detroit Metro 
Airport in Romulus. 

“What adds to the stress,” 
Green said, “is the fact that 
anything less than a 100 per- 
cent success ratio is unac- 
ceptable. If we score 99 
percent or lower,” he ex- 
plained, “we have not suc- 
ceeded.” 

Many factors including 
weather in our area, or even 
weather conditions impact- 
ing another airport, can have 
a tremendous affect on our 
day’s activities, Green said. 

A growing number of wo- 
men today are getting in- 
volved in the air traffic 
controller positions, Green 
said, and he estimated that 
about 20 percent of the work 
force is currently made up of 
women. 


Most air traffic controllers 
are extremely self-confident 
individuals, fairly assertive 
and in the majority of cases 
extroverted personalities, 
Green observed. 

“A good sense of humor, 
also is a key element of a 
quality air traffic controller," 
Green said. 

“Since we can’t afford to

have a bad day,” Green said, 
“we undergo monthly train- 
ing and update sessions. Like 
other high stress jobs, air 
traffic controllers also have a 
high divorce rate.” 

Like police and firefigh- 
ters, air traffic controllers 
also have 20- year career cy- 
cles, Green concluded. 


'Blackboard jungle' scenarios 
extend to suburban schools

Stress served with daily orders

When hungry customers sit 
down at a table in Baker’s 
Square in Westland, they usu- 
ally have no idea that the 
smiling woman bringing 
them their meals has just 
been in the walk-in refrigera- 
tor, screaming to relieve the 
stress of dealing with folks 
just like them. 

Barbara Statham recently 
returned to waitressing after 
having been out of the field 
for 20 years. 

Statham, who has worked 
as a waitress at Baker’s 
Square for three years, said 
she began waitressing again 
because she enjoys talking 
and working with people. 

“I really enjoy dealing 
with the public. Sometimes 
I’ll know half of a person’s 
life before they walk out the 
door,” Statham said. 

However, being on her feet 
from the moment she walks 
into the door until she leaves 


to go home can take a lot out 
of this mother of four, who 
asks her three children living 
at home, twins age 10 and one 
12- year-old, to give her 15 
minutes of time to herself so 
she can just sit and relax be- 
fore making dinner for her 
family. 

“Sometimes if the kids are 
really anxious to talk to me 
about something they’ll set a 
time clock when I get home,” 
Statham said. 

The time alone relieves 
stress at home, but Statham 
has a different method for re- 
lieving stress at work. If 
things get too stressful she 
goes into the walk-in refrig* 
erator and screams to let off a 
little steam. 

“It really helps relieve 
stress,” Statham said. 

One stressful part of 
Statham’s job is making sure 
each of the customers at her 
tables are serviced promptly. 

“I have six tables of guests 
sitting in various stages of 
their meals. It’s a constant 


mental exercise to prioritize 
my jobs. Hot food to tables is 
my first priority, but we have 
service standards to greet a 
table within 60 seconds after 
they were seated,” Statham 
said. 

Some of Statham’s job as a 
server include: hostessing, 
handling the cash register, 
decorating pies and the res- 
taurant, cutting pies, serving 
food, keeping plates and bev- 
erages stocked, writing floor 
plans and shift sheets, and 
bussing and setting tables. 

“The most stressful part of 
the job is dealing with cranky 
customers and having all the 
side work (work other than 
serving food and taking or- 
ders) done. If all I had to do 
was take care of the cus- 
tomers it would be easier,” 
Statham said. 

“I don’t generally have 
very much trouble. If they 
come in a bad mood I get 
them out of the bad mood, 
she said. 
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34th District Court controversy continues to plague leaders

Unanswered questions 
which still plague the 34th Dis- 
trict Court surfaced at the 
Tuesday meeting of District 
Control Unit (DCU). 

Representatives of the Five 
communities served by the 
court are still asking: 

• What happened to the mis- 
sing $270,000? 

• Will charges be filed 
against any former or current 
court employees? 

• Was there a conspiracy in- 
volved in the embezzlement of 
funds? 

• Have all of the auditors 
suggestions been put in place? 

“All of the suggested pro- 
cedures are in place,” said 
Judge Felix Rogalle. who as- 
sumed the position of chief 
judge at the beginning of the 
year. “Some were done after 
the state audit, and some were 
done by Mike (Ramsey).” 

None of the other questions 
was completely answered by 
Rogalle or the newly hired Ad- 
ministrator Michael Ramsey. 
Both indicated that the status 
of the ongoing investigation 
prevented them from answer- 
ing the questions posed by the 
DCU members. 

Tension has existed bet- 
ween the communities and the 
court since it was reported 
that $270,000 in court funds 
was missing. Only recently has 
the term, embezzlement, been 
used. In March, 1993, the for- 
mer court administrator and 


her assistant were placed on 
paid leaves, and several 
months later the administrator 
resigned and the assistant's 
position was abolished. 

No charges have been filed 
against anyone, and members 
of the Five communities - Ro- 
mulus, Belleville and the 
townships of Van Buren, Sum- 
pter and Huron - complained 
that they have been “stone- 
walled” when requesting in- 
formation on the status of the 
investigation. 

Judge Rogalle reported that 
the Romulus-based court is “in 
really good shape" and “mo- 
rale has never been higher.” 

The chief judge noted that 
the court has cut the cost to 
house prisoners, implemented 
a work program, instituted a 
victim support panel and star 
ted self-improvement and do- 
mestic violence programs. 

“We’re not in bad shape. 
We’re one of the leaders,” 
Rogalle said. 

Although fences are being 
mended between the 34th Dis- 
trict Court and the five com- 
munities it serves, the 
possibility of some members 
establishing an off-shoot of the 
court is still possible! 

“I’m not dropping the idea 
of establishing a 34B court. I’ve 
talked to (Rep. Curtis) Hertel, 
(Rep. Deborah) Whyman and 
(Sen. William) Faust about it,” 
said Sumpter Township Super- 
visor Marvin Banotai. 

“I’m pleased with the new 
administrator and with the 
openness, but I’m not buying 


out of the idea of an option. I’m 
holding with Marv," said Van 
Buren Township Supervisor 
David Jacokes. “All we want to 
know is if we are moving in the 
right direction. We want to 
know about the missing 
$270,000 and if there was a con- 
spiracy.’’ 

Jacokes called for an end to 
the “us and them" mentality of 
the court and the five commu- 
nities, saying, “Now, it’s just us. 
We can work together.” 

The Van Buren Township 
supervisor said he wants as- 
surances that the court is 
“clean" today. 

Ramsey said that everything 
now comes across his desk, 
and if there is an error or a 
questionable procedure, it 
must be explained to him. 

“I began (revamping of pro- 
cedures) with the handling of 
the money. Some individuals 
had too much control over the 
money. Now, no one has full 
control. I’m at the end, making 
Final approvals,” Ramsey said. 
“It didn't get screwed up over- 
night, and it won’t get fixed 
overnight.” 

Huron Township Supervisor 
Christine Gamber, who serves 
as DCU chairman for the 34th 
District Court, noted that the 
Five communities are not anx- 
ious to break from the current 
court. 

“Not, if we can rely on it be- 
ing run efficiently and legally, 
but, we are still considering al- 
ternate measures if we cannot 
be satisfied,” Gamber said. 
“The communities are sus- 


picious, because of the past. 
We have an obligation to our 
communities to see that 
checks and balances are in 
place.” 

Ramsey pledged to keep an 
“open door” policy and to con- 
tinue his implementation of 
safeguards on money handling 


procedures. 

In a bit of good news to the 
DCU representatives, Rogalle 
said the court expects to have 
a revenue surplus of $800,000 
for the current fiscal year. He 
also reported that the State Po- 
lice have promised a report on 
the investigation within two 


weeks. 

On Feb.’ 22, the DCU will 
meet to discuss the purpose, 
role and responsibilities of its 
representatives. The group has 
proposed to study the estab- 
lishment of an authority to 
oversee the operations of the 
district court. 


Court delays trial on injunction against injection well owner

A bench trial on a perma- 
nent injunction request by the 
city of Romulus against liquid 
injection well owner Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems was 
postponed last Wednesday by 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom. 

In addition to delaying the 
trial, Morcom also failed to 
hear a summary disposition 


motion by Romulus, which if 
granted in its entirety could 
make a trial unnecessary. 

Both judicial action on the 
motion and the possible trial 
opening are slated now for 9 
a.m. Feb. 7. 

Morcom had told Romulus 
City Attorney Barry Seifman 
earlier that she needed to fin- 
ish the trial she currently was 
presiding over before setting a 
start up time for the Romulus 
trial. 


The Romulus City Council, 
however, did meet Wednesday 
night in executive session on 
matters concerning the envi- 
ronmental well legal battle. 

When they returned to a 
public special meeting, the 
council voted to have Seifman 
draw up a potential millage is- 
sue for the June election in 
which the city would ask the 
voters to create an environ- 
mental protection and defense 
fund. 


Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said the millage question 
would probably be set at one 
mill or less. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks stated, “We realize envi- 
ronmental problems in the city 
will not just go away. We will 
be confronted with these is- 
sues for many years to come 
and need to be ever watchful.” 

Council members report- 
edly said the fund being 
sought is not only needed for 


the current legal hassle with 
EDS, but with past and future 
landFill issues and other envi- 
ronmental concerns. * 

Banks also revealed that the 
council is seeking assistance 
from the Michigan Municipal 
League in deFining its rights as 
a “home rule” city. 

She said the city leaders 
were probably wrong in 1990 
when EDS officials told them 


that Environmental Protection 
Agency and Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
edicts superseded Romulus 
city ordinances. 

In retrospect, ‘‘it just 
doesn’t ring true at this time 
that our home rule status can 
be tossed aside so easily in this 
matter,” Banks stated. Thus, 
she said, we need some advice 
from the league on the “home 
rule” issue. 


Accused child molester to face trial downtown

A Garden City man who has 
been jailed on several misde- 
meanor charges involving the 
spanking of children on ele- 
mentary school playgrounds 
was bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court for trial on two 
counts of criminal sexual con- 
duct (CSC) against a child un- 
der 13 years of age. 

Steven Brion Smith, 31, who 
waived his right to a prelimi- 
nary examination before West- 
land 18th District Judge Gail 
McKnight, was charged with 
two counts of second-degree 


CSC for allegedly sexually mo- 
lesting a 12-year-old child on 
Wildwood Elementary School 
grounds after spanking him 
and three other young boys on 
the playground Jan. 11, accord- 
ing to Westland police Sgt. 
Laura Moore. 

Smith was identified in a 
police line-up last week and is 
being held on a $100,000 cash 
bond pending arraignment in 
Recorder’s Court on Feb. 10. 

The alleged incident oc- 
curred after school let out, and 
according to Moore, Smith did 
not know the children in- 
volved. 

“He pulled one of the stu- 


dents pants down and fondled 
him,” Moore said. 

Smith has been arrested for 
prior spanking incidents, ac- 
cording to Moore, but never in 
connection with sexual as- 
saults. 

“He’s dangerous. In the past 
he’s exposed himself to chil- 
dren, but never at the same 
time as the spanking inci- 
dents,” Moore added. 

Smith has been arrested 
and jailed on assault and bat- 
tery charges for spankings at 
Kettering and Elliott elemen- 
tary schools in Westland and 
two Garden City elementary 
schools, Moore said. He has 


also been charged with an in- 
decent exposure incident near 
another Westland elementary 
school, Moore added. 

“We have put him in jail be- 
fore for going on school play- 
grounds and spanking kids,” 
Moore said. 

These incidents have oc- 
curred over a two-year period 
and Smith has been jailed up 
to 89 days on all of these 
charges, Moore added. 

Moore encouraged past vic- 
tims of Smith to come forward 
and testify at his trial by con- 
tacting her at the Westland po- 
lice Detective Bureau at 
721-6311.

the economy moving and creat- 
ing jobs.

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Secretary sees self 
'balancing' stress

What is it about the work- 
place that can make em- 
ployees go home with a 
headache an 20-percent less 
hair on their head? Many em- 
ployees would claim it is the 
level of stress experienced on 
the job. 

According to Connie 
Roessler, secretary to Towns- 
hip Clerk Loren Bennett, 
stress is evidenced in her of- 
fice every day. 

“It’s a balancing act,” said 
Roessler. “I’m Loren's secre- 
tary, the board’s secretary and 
help when we have elections. I 
wouldn’t be able to manage 
without the help of everyone 
in this office. We have a won- 
derful staff.” 


Employed by the township 
for eight years, Roessler has 
worked in her current position 
for three years and has no in- 
tention of leaving. 

“I come to u'ork every day 
because my job is purposeful. I 
always feel like I’m doing 
something worthwhile,” said 
the woman, “and Loren is very 
nice to work for. He always 
pitches in when I need help.” 

To ease her mind after a 
hard day at work, Roessler 
reads, exercises, cooks and 
spends time with her family. 

“You have to be able to 
leave it at work,” she said, 
“and the job is good because it 
came right at the point where 
my 21 and 23-year-old sons 
didn’t want my help anymore. 
Every job is what you make of 
it and (in the process) I’m let-

ting my sons grow up.” 

Roessler added that work- 
ing for the township in which 
she lives also inspires her to 
continue her work pace. 

“I think when you live in the 
community and work in it, too, 
there is an incentive to do your 
best, regardless of the stress.”

“It involved one individual 
being stabbed and another be- 
ing hit in the head with a fry- 
ing pan and then being 
stabbed,” Drews said. “There 
was blood over two rooms. 
Young children were involved. 
It took a couple of days for the 
investigation process to be 
completed.” 

Trying to keep emotionally 
detached from a case isn’t 
easy, according to Drews, but it 
has to be done on a daily basis. 

“You have to learn to keep 
your mind clear,” Drews said. 
“You have to stay focused on 
the investigation.” 

If an officer is in need of as- 
sistance with relieving some 
stress, Drews said a city Em- 
ployee Assistance program is 
available to each officer. 

“We’re not just talking 
about stress on the job either,” 
Drews said. “With this job, it 
affects your family life as well. 


Officers with children may not 
make it for every play or game, 
and that upsets the family. 

“Wives get upset because 
you’re never home at a certain 
time, and you may be called to 
work any time of the day.” 

The average age for retire- 
ment of a fire official or police 
officer is 50. Drews said the 
shift commander’s position is 
probably the most stressful in 
the police department. 

“He holds the pulse of the 
city in his hand,” Drews said. 
“He has to be able to make de- 
cisions clearly and quickly.” 

Drews said his job as head 
of the detective bureau is also 
very demanding. He has four 
sergeants under his command 
as well as a secretary. 

“You’re always on call,” 
Drew's said. “Many times I get 
calls from the shift com- 
mander asking for my advice. “ 

It is often difficult for a po- 
lice officer to leave the job 
without thinking about it w'hen 
relaxing at home, according to 
Drews. 

“I try to read to relax, and I 
enjoy traveling,” Drews said. 


“I also like sailing. It is hard 
not to think about the job when 
you’re home because the life 
of a police officer is never 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. 

“Even w'hen you have a guy 
convicted and sent to prison, it 
doesn’t mean the case is over. 
You may have to w'ork on it all 
over again if an appeal comes 
about." 

Drew's said women married 
to police officers also face a 
great deal of stress. 

“It’s very hard for the wives, 
especially when there is shift 
work,” Drews said. 

Why become a police offi- 
cer? 

“As a kid we all have the 
idea to make the world a bet- 
ter place, and w’hat is one of 
the first careers children con- 
sider to accomplish this task- 
police officer,” Drews said. 
“It’s a challenging job. You 
have good days and bad days 
like any else. 

“We try to do the best job we 
can here. What it all boils 
down to is we can only keep 
society from eating itself.”

Work tension is common condition

One doesn’t have to be an 
air traffic controller or police 
officer to experience job 
stress. In fact, some 90 percent 
of workers complain of tension 
and stress in the workplace. 

While stress cannot be to- 
tally eliminated, there are 
ways to cope with it and lessen 
its effects, according to Roger 
Dallwigof His Place/Her Place 
Counseling Center. 

“One of the ways to lessen 
stress at work is to set priori- 
ties. That will help you to feel 
more in control,” Dallwig said. 
“List a few goals for the day - 
no more than two or three. If 
one sets too many goals, then 
there is disappointment and 
frustration if the goals are not 
all met. 

“Start working on the most 
difficult task, than move on to 
the easier ones. There will be 
a feeling of satisfaction when 
the tasks are completed, and 
you will feel more in control,” 
he said.

“There are three ways to 
deal with stress: Eliminate the 
stressor, learn relaxation tech- 
niques to deal with it or 
change your perception of the 
stressful situation,” Dallwig 
said. 

“Some of the methods of 
dealing with stress oh the job 
are breathing exercises and 
muscle relaxing techniques,” 
he said. “If you have a desk 
job, you can decrease tension 
by sitting quietly for a few mo- 


ments with your eyes closed 
and your feet fiat on the floor. 
You also could use visual imag- 
ery think of something relax- 
ing such as a mountain scene, 
a sunny beach or a pleasant 
experience.” 

Dallwig said it is helpful to 
do something different in the 
after-work hours so that one 
can return to work refreshed. 

“If you stand all day, find an 
activity where you can sit, and 
vice versa. Do something that 
requires the use of different 
muscles and different skills 
during your non-working 
hours,” Dallwig said. “A per- 
son who sits at a desk all day, 
shouldn’t go home and sit in 
front of the television set. He 
or she should try something ac- 
tive.” 

Dallwig noted that exercise 
need not be exhausting. Many 
activities such as walking, 
swimming or moderate exer- 
cise are not tiring. 

“It also helps to keep a 
sense of humor during the 
stressful periods,” Dallwig 
said.

“It is a tough job,” says Sam 
Ellis, a veteran educator, who 
has taught for more than two 
decades in the inner city, in- 
cluding a stint at Detroit Per- 
shing High School. 

The proliferation of guns 
and drugs in the classroom has 
left its scars on teachers, Ellis 
believes. And, a solution to the 
problem isn’t on the immedi- 
ate horizon. 

“Because, these kids don’t 
have positive male role 
models,” Ellis said, “and until 
we solve the social ills of our 
society, we will continue to 
have these problems” 

The fallout from the Black- 
board. Jungle has taken its toll 
on teachers within the city as 
well as in the suburbs. 

“There is stress - a lot of 
stress,” Ellis continues. “But, 
you have to realize that this 
isn’t an inner city problem any 


more. It has spread to the sub- 
urbs. The sooner we address it, 
the better it will be for all of 
those who are concerned 
about kids and education in 
this country.” 

Ellis said that he has taken 
“a few guns and weapons away 
from kids and also has re- 
ceived his share of threats,” 
however, the former Dearborn 
Fordson and Eastern Michigan 
University wrestling star has 
managed to become a “calm- 
ing force in the eyes’ of some 
storms.” 

“It is a shame - no, it’s a trag- 
edy that a teacher shows up at 
school prepared to teach and 
finds himself playing police of- 
ficer, psychiatrist, father and 
mother - you name it. 

“There are some kids that 
are always ready to challenge 
you, and these kids need help. 
A lot of help,” he said. 

Ellis said that many of the 
students want to be “in” and, 
therefore, will wear clothes 
that will make them accept- 


able to the “in” crowd. These 
kids put their lives on the line 
because there are always 
others who don’t have the 
means to purchase the items 
and therefore will “take what 
they want by any means.” 

And, because teachers must 
always be alert to precarious 
situations, it adds to the stress 
factor. 

“I jog to relieve my stress,” 
he points out. “It really helps 
me.” 

Ellis, 42, who has taught 
American government and 
economics on the high school 
level, presently is a bilingual 
educator at a Detroit middle 
school. He has been an educa- 
tor for 21 years and one of his 
credos of classroom survival is 
good today as it was 20 years 
ago. 

“Treat kids with respect and 
dignity and, above all, no fa- 
vorites. Treat them all the 
same. It has helped me a lot 
over these years.”

Well project to 
improve economy 


The creation of a $6.1 million 
deep injection well for non- 
hazardous and hazardous liquid 
materials could provide the stim- 
ulus for accelerated industrial 
growth in Romulus, Environmental 
Disposal Systems President Dou- 
glas Wicklund continues to stress to 
city officials and residents. 

The well project and the accom- 
panying economic potential for the 
city was vividly brought to the atten- 
tion of the city in 1990, Wicklund 
explained, and construction work 
on the more than 4.000-foot deep 
well began this summer. 

The well construction already to- 
taling more than $2 million had pre- 
viously been approved by the 
national Environmental Protection 
Agency and the state Department of 
Natural Resources and Wicklund 
said “EDS wants to enter into a 
partnership with the local citizens 
and leadership in Romulus to maxi- 
mize beneficial development of the 
city’s human and physical re- 
sources.” 

Emphasizing that the waste wa- 
ter would be injected into the earth 
4,000 feet below any usable drinking 
water, Wicklund said, EDS con- 
tinues to work to assure leadership 
in the city that the facility is de- 
signed in a manner to fully protect 
local residents’ health. 

Wicklund emphasized, “Our pri- 
mary market will be in servicing 
manufacturers in the southeastern 
Michigan area.” 


EDS plans to “offer liquid waste 
generators substantial cost savings 
by allowing them access to a secure 
disposal facility and therefore an 
alternative to landfill disposal, in- 
cineration and other high-risk prac- 
tices.” 

EDS plans to build a permanent 
laboratory and local office on the 
site off Grant and Wahrman roads 
and has offered the city a 5-percent 
royalty on the gross revenue once 
the facility is totally operational. 

“We are convinced that our con- 
struction, operation and adminis- 
trative activities will not only create 
jobs and business opportunities for 
city residents,” Wicklund said, “but 
will provide education and occupa- 
tional training opportunities as 
well. 

Wicklund introduced an outline 
last November for a public-private 
partnership that would cover the 
creation of a Community Develop- 
ment Committee and establishment 
of a Romulus Community Education 
Foundation. 

Wickland and other EDS officials 
currently are conducting an on- 
going communication tour of city 
service clubs and other organiza- 
tions to eliminate the confusion 
over deep injection wells. 

Wicklund said that a massive bro- 
chure packet is available on EDS 
history and plans and is free for the 
asking. Further information can be 
obtained by calling 955-2100.

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Marygrove captures first place award 
in International Achievement contest

Livonia-based Marygrove Awning 
took first place in the commercial 
awnings category of the 1993 Inter- 
national Achievement Awards Com- 
petition for its wraparound awning 
resembling a winding, exploding pi- 
ano keyboard for a 1950s-style res- 
taurant in Northville Township. 

The awards, sponsored by St. 
Paul-based Industrial Fabrics Asso- 
ciation International (IFAI), were 
announced Oct. 19. 

The winning whimsical, complex 
fabric structure creatively hides an 
existing mansard roof. The frame- 
work, whose projection from the 
building ranges from six inches to 
three feet, flows around the back 
end of a vintage Cadillac and two 
huge guitars. 

The annual competition recog- 
nizes the latest advances in 
industrial/technical fabric design 
and manufacturing. Judging is han- 
dled by a team of industry experts, 
educators, and consumer and trade 
publication editors. 

There were 200 entries in this 
year’s competition. 

IFAI serves its membership by 


facilitating worldwide develop- 
ment, application and promotion of 
products manufactured by the tech- 
nical fabrics industry. 

William Bellinger, owner of Mar- 
ygrove Awning, said not only do fab- 
ric awnings add to the 
attractiveness of a home, but the 
awnings can also make a home feel 
cooler. 


“The main reason for purchasing 
an awning is for sun protection and 
cooling,” Bellinger said. “People 
don’t realize if you can stop the sun 
before it gets into the house, it can 
reduce the interior temperature by 
as much as 10 to 15 degrees.” 

By helping to reduce the interior 
temperature, awnings can save a 
homeowner 10 to 15 percent on the 


amount normally spent for air con- 
ditioning, according to Marygrove 
officials. 

“Awnings do an excellent job of 
covering a deck or patio,” Bellinger 
said. “People would get a lot more 
use with an awning over their deck. 

“Another benefit is awnings 
would help save carpets and drapes 
from fading.”
